Dedication Of New

College to Expans! 
Counseling Service 

Potomac State College will be 
making provisions for consider- 
able expansion of its counseling 
services beginning with the fall 
term, according to President 
Todd H. Bullard. 

Making it possible for the col- 
lege to put its plans for such 
development into action is the 
announcement that the U. S. De- 
partment of Health, Education, 
and Welfare was awarded a grant 
of $32,000 to Potomac State Col- 
lege under Title 3 of the Higher 
Education Act of 1965.

New Professional Positions Planned; 
Several Instructors Leave Campus 


Seven new professional posi- 
tions will be included on the 
faculty roster with the opening 
of school next fall, according to 
President Todd H. Bullard. 

The new appointments will in- 
clude the addition of an associate 
professor in engineering, the 
addition of an assistant professor 
in English, new positions in so- 
cial science and in chemistry, 
with the level of professors, the 
naming of a director in computer 


science, and two full-time gui- 
dance counselors. 

The new position in the 
engineering department is being 
created because of plans to offer 
work in technical courses in 
engineering this fall. A program 
launched last year in drafting 
design will be continued but in 
addition the college will offer a 
course in field engineering or 
highway design. 

President Bullard said several
